PASTOR’S DESK

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last weekend I announced at our Liturgies that 
we are still in the process of trying to finish the 
building expansion project that began in the fall 
of 1996 at OLBH. 

This past Tuesday I met with the committee 
that was set up last winter. There was a 
consensus to move forward with the over all 
project; however some of the details still need to 
be work out. I also met with the Pastoral 
Council on Tuesday evening. They too were in 
agreement to move forward with the project, 
continuing to work out the needed details. 

We are hoping bv next month to get a copy of 
the over all project and the estimated cost to 
every one in the parish. Below is a list of what 
the over all project consists of and again we are 
still working out the details of it. However, at 
least you have a good idea of where the 
committee is moving us too. 


reuniting the Holy Family. Again this was one 
the suggestions that Brother William Woeger 
made two years ago. 

-We will add some speakers to the gathering 
area or Narthex area; so that parents who may 
need to take their children out of the liturgy for 
a moment can still participate in the liturgy. In 
addition, those who might be sensitive to 
incense that is used at mass from time to time 
can have a place to be, and still participate in the 
liturgy. 

-We are still working on the design of the chairs 
for the Presider and Deacons. We are also in the 
process of designing a processional cross and 
candles, and a Paschal Candle Holder as well. 

- There is also some talk of sandblasting the 
windows that are facing the altar, (the four that 
used to have curtains on them). The windows 
will become opaque in color so that the natural 
light will still be able to come in without the 
bright light distracting the ministers of the 
liturgy and the worshiping community. 

-So far there has been $9,733.96 that 
parishioners have given towards the building of 
the new altar, font, and ambo. 

The project committee is made up of Deacons 
Walt Wilson and John Osnes, Beth Ann Farley, 
Kevin Conway, Terry Nelson, Larry and Joyce 
Williamson, Regna Thrall, Loraine Ptacek, Brad 
Blauvelt, Bill Honerkamp, Carol Greene, Henry 
Maicki, Brenda Czmowski, Joni Osnes, Judy 
Wilson, Tony Berendse and Lorinda Collings 
and myself. 



- Tabernacle will be moved to the mother's 
room, which would become a Blessed 
Sacrament Chapel. The door and the windows 
of the mother's room or cry room will be 
replaced by two arch ways leading into the 
Blessed Sacrament Chapel. The bathroom will 
be removed. 

- Terry Nelson, a member of our parish 
community will be doing a painting sculpture of 
a new crucifix based on the San Domino Cross, 
with local North American Saints being 
incorporated into it, such as Elizabeth Ann 
Seton, Katherine Drexel and Blessed Kateri 
Tekakwitha. This crucifix will be placed on the 
back wall of the sanctuary. The rays will be 
covered up or taken out. 

-The current crucifix will be moved to the new 
Blessed Sacrament Chapel. 

- To keep the symmetry in the Sanctuary with 
the two arch ways leading into the Blessed 
Sacrament Chapel, there will be two archways 
put into the walls where the confessional and 
storeroom are. This would also highlight the 
confessional area by giving it a more prominent 
place within our worship space, without having 
a sense of entering into a closet area. 

-We have talked about moving the organ over 
by the piano and the music cabinet that contains 
the soundboard to the back where the statue of 
Mary is located. We would move Mary to the 
side of where Joseph and the Infant Jesus are 


I would encourage you to visit with theses 
committee members if you have any questions 
and as our project moves forward. It has been a 
long time in its making but there seems to be 
much and hope and promise as we continue to 
move forward.
